COMMONWEALTH O F M ASSACHUSETTS. 
A N A C T 
To regulate the Assignment and Distribution of the Pro­ 
perty of Insolvent Debtors. 
Be it enacted by the Senate and Houie o f Representa­ 
tives, in General Court assembled, and by the au- 
j 
thority o f the same, as follow s :— 
Sec. .1. 
Any debtor may assign and convey his pro|>er- 
fy to his creditors, or to one or more assignees or trustees, 
! for the use of his creditors, in the manner hereinafter men­ 
tioned; and such assignment shall be valid and effectual 
against any attachment or execution, thereafter made or 
levied, on any of the property so assigned. 
Provided, 
the debtor shall make oath, a certificate of which shall !>e 
endorsed on the instrument of assignment, that he has by 
such assignment conveyed all his property not exempted by 
law from attachment, for the benefit of ¡ill his creditors, 
according to the true intent and meaning of this act. 
Sec. 2. 
All persons, who are indorsers or sureties for 
the debtor, or who have demands against him as drawer or 
indorser of any bill of exchange, or indorser of any note, 
and all w ho have demands upon any policy of insurance, 
or any bottomry or respondentia bond, or for a debt that 
may become due on any other contingency whatever, may 
be considered as creditors within the provision of this act. 
Provided, that the bill, note, bond, or other contract, be 
made by the debtor before the date of the assignment: and 
provided, also, that the debt demanded thereupon, shall 
become absolute before the final dividend of the assigned 
property. 
Sec. 3. 
The assignment shall be so made as to give to 
each of the creditors who shall become parties to it, an 
equal share of the property, in proportion to their respec­ 
tive debts, without any preference excepting as to such 
debts as, by the laws of the United States or of this Com­ 
monwealth, may be entitled to a preference in such case. 
»See. 4. 
All the creditors shall have a right to t>ecomc 
parties to the assignment : provided, they apply therefor 
before the final dividend is declared; but no creditor who 
comes in after any dividend is declared, shall be allowed 
to disturb the same, but he shall receive an equal propor­ 
tion with the other creditors, so far as the funds then re­ 
maining unappropriated in the hands of the assignees shall 
be sufficient therefor. 
Sec. 5. 
The assignees shall, as soon as may lie after 
the assignment, give notice thereof, by advertisement in 
some newspaper printed in the town where the debtor re­ 
sides, it there be any, and if not, in some newspaper print­ 
ed in the same county, or in the city of Boston ; and such 
advertisement shall be published not less than once a week 
for three weeks successively. 
Sec. 6. 
The assignees shall declare and pay dividends, 
from time to time, as soon as may be after converting the 
effects into money: provided, that when it shall appear, 
that there are creditors, who, from their distant residence, or 
other sufficient reason, cannot l>ecome parties to the assign­ 
ment, before the making of the first dividend, or when it 
shall appear that there are any of the classes of creditors 
named in the second section where debts shall not have, 
but may afterwards become absolute—the assignees may 
retain, from the funds, a sufficient sum to pay to every 
such supposed creditor, an equal ftgopoiRkin with the other 
creditors. 
Sec. 7. 
The supreme judicial court or court of com­ 
mon Pleas may upon the petition or other application of 
the debtor, or of the assignees, or of any creditor or other 
person interested in the case, remove any assignee for anv 
sufficient cause, and upon such removal, or upon the deatfi 
or resignation of an assignee, appoint another in his place; 
and may cause a just and prompt settlement of the estate 
of the insolvent, and a distribution thereof among all who 
are entitled thereto, having a due regard to the rights of 
creditors, who, by reason of their distant residence or 
otherw ise, may be delayed in presenting their claims and 
becoming parlies to the assignment; or whose debts mav 
not have become absolute; and generally may hear and 
determine, as a court of chancery, all matters arising un­ 
der any such assignment, and make such orders and de­ 
crees therein as law and justice shall require, and as shall 
be necessary and proper to carry into effect the provisions 
of this act : provided, that when the amount claimed, as 
due to any supposed creditor, is disputed by the debtor, or 
the assignees, or by any other creditor, the same shall, if 
required by either party.be determined by a jury, upon an 
issue to be framed under the direction of the court, or by 
referees chosen by the parties. 
Sec. 8. 
Every debtor vtfho shall make such an assign­ 
ment as is herein before mentioned, shall be discharged 
from all debts due to any of his creditors who shall become 
parties to the assignment, excepting as is provided in the 
following section; but no such discharge shall release any 
person who may be liable for the same debt, as a partner, 
joint-contractor, indorser, acceptor, or surety, for or with 
the debtor. 
Sec. 9. 
Tlie debtor, if afterwards sued for any such 
debt, shall have no benefit of the said discharge, but judg­ 
ment shall be rendered against him for the amount that shall 
then appear to be due, if the plaintiff shall prove any of 
the following facts, to w it : 
First, that the debtor has fraudulently concealed, reserv­ 
ed, or disposed of any of his property which the laws 
do not exempt from attachment, to the amount of one 
hundred dollars. 
Secondly, that he did knowingly and wilfully make any 
false statement, in any disclosure made to or for his credi­ 
tors, concerning the amount or the disposition of his pro­ 
perty; 
Thirdly, that he did, at any time after thisact shall have 
gone into operation, and in contemplation of such an as­ 
signment of his property as is herein provided for, volunta­ 
rily make any payment, or any transfer, or conveyance of 
any part of his property, w ith a view to give to any credi­ 
tor, or to any indorser or surety for a debtor, a preference 
or advantage over the other creditors, contrary to the in­ 
tent and purpose of this act: or 
Fourthly, that he did, in contemplation of such an as­ 
signment, give notice of his insolvency to any creditor, 
with a view to enable h i in, by means of an attachment or 
otherw ise, to obtain any such pcrference or advantage over 
his other creditors. 
Sec. 10. The debtor shall not be required to plead his dis­ 
charge specially, but may give it in evidence under the 
general issue ; unless when the action is of such a nature 
that the discharge could not be submitted and proved to a 
jury under the general issue. 
Sec, 11, 
No assignment or conveyance, made by any 
insolvent debtor to assignees or trustees, for the use of any 
of liis creditors, shall be valid and effectual against an at­ 
tachment or execution, in behalf of any creditor who is 
not a party to it, unless it is so made as to aHow all the 
creditors ol the debtor to become parties to it, if they see 
tit; and unless, also, it is so made as to give to each of 
the creditors who shall become parties to it, an equal 
share of the property, in proportion to their respective 
debts, excepting only suclii creditors as may, by the laws 
of the United States or of this Commonwealth, be entitled 
in such case to a preference.

THE L U XU R Y OF T H E OLD SCHOOL. 
I1 rom the M em o irt of Madame. Ju no t, wo trans­ 
cribe a vivid and gossipping account of the manners and 
mode of living in Paris, before the hurricane of the first 
revolution shattered to pieces the Corinthian column on 
which the elaborate edifice o f polished society was 
renred. 
“ Never had the French been more inventive than at 
the conclusion of the reign of Louis ihe fifteenth ; never 
had all sorts of gratification of sense been so multiplied, 
in order to surround woman with their refined elegance. 
W e fancy that we have made improvements in this 
way, and we are egregiously mistaken : a 
lady, who 
had the income of forty thousand livres, fifty years ago, 
lived better than one at the present day vviio expends 
two hundred thousand. 
All that she then had about 
her cannot be enumerated ; there was a profusion of use­ 
ful trifles, winch we not only are without, but the very 
uses of which tire lost, and for which we have no 
substitutes. 
T h e establishment of a lady of fashion 
never comprised fewer than two fcm m cs-de cham bre, 
and almost always a valet-de-cham bre, for in-door 
service. 
A bath 
was indispensable, for an elegant 
woman did not pass two days withou. bathing ; and then 
there were perfumes in abundance ; the finest cam- 
bricks, the most cosily laces for every season were on 
the toilet, on the sultanes, in the ainber-sccnted baskets, 
in which the articles requisite for the toilet o f a wealthy 
female were, in the first instance, deposited. 
T he 
recherche extended to everything. 
T he furnishing, 
also, constituted a material item in the expenses of °a 
woman. 
The apartments were expected to be 
very 
cool, very fragrant with flowers in summer, and very 
close and warm 
in winter. 
As soon as the cold 
weather set in, Aubusson carpets, several inches thick 
were laid down. 
A lady, on retiring at night to her 
bedchamber, found it warmed by a large tire, in an 
immense fireplace ; long draperies ieli before the 
double windows ; and the bed, surrounded by thick 
and ample curtains, was an asylum where sho might 
prolong her night, without danger of having her slumbers 
broken by the return of day. 
“ T he same was the case in regard to articles of com­ 
mon use. 
T he plate, porcelain, linen, were all con­ 
venient in a different way, and made for the use of 
people who were connoisseurs in them. 
The forms 
were less pleasing to the eye, certainly, but wlmt a 
differance ! 
For the rest, the experience of every day

high ; and Shakspeare, driven fruu the stage where 
once he delighted every 
breast, has his sentiments

1 tus is, in tact, xxIntt America, (the happy choice of 
Smithson for his sublime conception,) already considers the 
grand desideratum of * K n o w lEDOE among Men.’ It is 
here the experiment has already begun ; and requires, 
possibly, nothing more than the concentration of the vari­ 
ous rays of light now afloat in its atmosphere, to show the 
way to that knowledge to which Smithson’s bold concep­ 
tion seems to point. 
Here, in a few years will be found a 
population such as never trod this globe, possessing, even 
sow, as a common stock, all that knowledge which has 
Ixien heretofore considered as the exclusive privilege of 
die favored few; and whose social and physical condition, 
will enable them to appreciate the advantages of an insti­ 
tution, which will secure to them, these blessings. 
H ere, the same language, laws uod usages, will feeili- 
tate the increase, and diffusion of knowledge ; while the 
constant and rapid intercourse, induced by an active com­ 
merce, will give to this vast continent ult the advantages 
of ¡i populous city, for tlie improvement in the arts and 
sciences: no progress in either will tie delayed for the want 
of ample experiments, collated opinions, and well contested 
arguments. 
Where could this clear sighted Philosopher have found 
bo vast and variegated a field for his gigantic experiment ; 
embracing (¡in it regards climate) three of the zones of 
our Planet, with every soil, and every temperature. 
Here, 
if unity of design, and effect, lie desirable in any intellect­ 
ual enterprise, will lie found more of moral unity and po­ 
litical equality, than in any oilier part of the globe.— 
When we anticipate tlie stupendous moral power of hun­ 
dreds of millions of intelligent beings, all contributing to 
one and the same end, and impelled by un intimate, and 
enlightened sense of acting for their own moral ami physi­ 
cal good, how can vye doubt that the sublime views of 
Smithson will be realized 1 
1 need not mention ln*re the various obstructions which 
have retarded the progress of moral and political science 
in other countries, which may be traced even to the dese­ 
crated altars of religion; il is enough to know that no 
such obstruction can t»e suffered in the place destined for 
the Smithsonian Institute, under the su|>ervit>ion of every 
caste of religion, and iu which every inhabitant of our 
globe seems, by the bequest, to have some right. 
In fact,, 
as Mr Adams properly remarks, “ the American people are 
the honored trustees” of the most important legacy that I 
was evei bequeathed tom an. 
We are, indeed, but trust- j 
) ees; and by the tenor of the trust, we owe as much of its 
i benefits to the inhabitants of the Celestial Empire, or to 
the Ethiopian, in proportion to their numbers, as to the | 
citizens of America. 
\V ill» these catholic views of the proper employment of 
; the Smithsonian liequest, can any one suppose that the *

tlie necessary forms may m pnre to give effect to the will 1 ' 
It may not lie expected; the science of Eurojic would be 
| scandalised. 
\\ hat may bo the system adopted for organizing so novel 
, an institution, we may not even conjecture. 
But it may 
be hoped that much and mature reflection will precede a 
decision. 
It may also lie hoped that the science of government may 
hold a cutiqiicuou* place among the objects to lie accom- 
plished ; d, indeed, that were not the sole object. 
Every 
other science and art must enjoy the greatest possible en­ 
couragement there, where the rights ol individuals are most 
respected. 
The science of government seems to be that which has 
made the least progress. 
Yet without tins science, and a 
scrupulous practice on iis principles, it is vain to look for 
an improvement of the moral condition of man. 
It is 
worse than vain to attempt to “ increase and diffuse know!* ; 
edge among men,” while the government itself is obnoxious 
to the charge of ignorance or perversity. 
1 am aware that all knowledge lias proceeded from the 
people, by the Iu Ip of necessary experiment, or happy ac- 
cidcnts. 
But I am also aware, that perverse rulers may 
check or accelerate the progicm of knowledge, according 
to their pleasure. 
It is paiticularly interesting to the Vini iican heirs of 
the Smithsonian legacy, that it sliouid be em ployed iu a 
manner to preserve* the iuieguiy ot tins Union. 
And it 
requires not much knowledge ot man, or of history, to fore

subjects t’» tl> great pecuniary loss, and render* useloaa 
many ai nmg«'!iiclit* made at great expfcnse, for what ac- 
( oiding to immemorial usage, we consider to Ik* for the 
iwbik accommodath>B. 
But we wish to call yoor atteu- 
don to the subject as h question of expediency, us well as 
a «im'*t ion of right, w ith regard to the official dunes of tlie 
Commissioners, an d # the statute respecting licenses.— 
Whether die use of ardent spirits, in a moderate «fogree, 
i* Ijenefieiid or injurious to the human system, is u question 
not yet well settled, and one which we do not mean to «lis- 
cu.-s ; hut so lung as its importation into the country is en- 
comaged, and its distillation permitted by the General 
Government, we are well satisfied that it wilt be used, and 
in main instances abuse.l; and tlte great obj«*ct of theju- 
dicious and reflecting friends of temperance, gornl morals, 
an«! good order, is to devise methods lo prevent the abuse, 
and that in a manner not inconsistent with the rights, lib- 
ci ties, and accommodation of ilia people. 
That this can 
be «lone most effectually by rafusing all licenses to »ell it, 
and by that means depriving the stranger and traveller of 
that refreshment to which lie has tweu accustomed, and 
subjecting the respectable and temperate people of the 
Count v to great inconvenience l<> procure it for occasional 
use or medicine, is a proposition that wfi believe cannot 
lie sustained, and we are fortified in this opinion bv a 
knowledge of the facts aud occurrences which have taken 
place in the towns and counties in which no licenses have 
been granted. 
It IS well known that in those places the persons in­ 
clined to the too free use of ardent spirit, have indulged 
that propensity to a greater extent than in the places where 
a suitable number o! proper and respectable persons have 
|»eeu regularly licensed; and thut jieisons destitute of chut • 
acter or responsibility have been induced by hopes of great 
gain, which many ot them have realized, to set the laws 
at defiance, and to sell without stint to the very persons 
who ought to be restrained from their excesses, and would 
be, under the eye of such men as ought to be licensed ac­ 
cording to law, and tliat tlie legal prosecution», almost in- 
nutnerable, have not put a stop lo the evil,

I if it had nut been the intention of the Legislature that ur-

retailers ; or for what oilier purpose a law o f tins kind 
should have been passed, bm to regulate tlie sale of an ar- 
1 tid e, the use of which it is impracticable to suppress, ami 
I the excessive use of which is injurious to the health, 
i morals and usefulness of those who so abuse it ; and to 
! „ ive u discretionary power to certain tribunals to authorize 
such persons, and such only, to deal in tlie article as w .uld 
have an eye to the public’good, and to the morals, habits, 
and usefulness ot all tlie people, and at such places and 
such only a# the public good might require. 
Under these circum stances, and with these view s, we 
submit the following Resolutions :— 
R esolved, That we yield to no class or association of***-11* 
either in disposition or exertion to promote good «»roe. and 
good moral* in society, and to suppress and pptvent the ex­ 
cessive use ol ardent spirit.

Resolved, That societies and associations to cflect particu­ 
lar objects, ill them selves innocent, are lo be regarded w ith 
caution, as tending to violence and excess, and to abate and 
destroy those social teelings, kind alteclions, and mutual 
Charities which make society « blessing, and that we view 
w ith dee’« concern the increasing number orsuch associations, 
and the increasing zeid and assum ption o f their numbers. 
R esolved That U« enced setters of ardent spirit are responsi­ 
ble tor their conduct to the public and to tlie legal tribunals, 
and being snovvn and conspicuous, are under the uontrol ol 
the law#* and that Hie relusul to licence for tliat purpose, suit­ 
able persons in proper places, throws the sale of the article 
into the hands of persons unknown and irresponsible, und 
holds out to such strong temptations in secret and obscure 
places to violate the law, and attract around them the very 
classes of persons that the licence laws were calculated aud 
intended to restrain and reform. 
R esolved, That, from whatever motives, or under whatever 
I influences ihe County Commissioners may have acted,—as alt 
1 the laws from the first settlement of the country, have con­ 
templated the sate and use of ardent spirit, and have been 
euucled meiely to regulate such sale nnd use ; and as the ex­ 
isting law authorizes the licencing for such sale and use ; and 
that although the selectmen unreasonably remse to approbate 
persons to be so licenced, aud as there would be no unuason- 
abte refusal to licence what ought not to be done;—it neces­ 
sarily follow# thut the present law COB templates tlie sale, un­ 
der licence, of ardent spirit, aud that the Commissioners by 
refusing to licence any persons for that purpose, have usurped 
au authority uot deleguted to them by the Legislature.
